S. need not be abaſhed at it; And for in- 
Rance he faith, Was Pauls preaching of leſs credit becauſ, e there were many 
Runnagates, inthe end ſhewed themſelves hypocrites ? yer this compariſon 
will not excuſe S. S. neither E. D. nor R. I. who would cover them with 
an old patched Cloak, ſome peices he hath ſcraped up out of c/£ſop's Fa- 
bles, a book full of lies and al-ogether compaRed and patched up of fit 
ons,and ſome out of Ov:d& Seneca, Heathens in their own account, &the 
like frivolous ſtories, and Plato, and D:ogenes, they mult ſerve for a co-

Paul ſtay ſeven years in any place, and ſaw no fruit ? And though there

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Church which is built upon the rock (Chriſt ) which the gates of hell pre- 
vaileth not againſt, neither any weapon that us formed againſt it, can pro- 
ſper, bur R, I. his Church istorne 1n pieces and may be preyailed againſt, 
_ fureiris bur Babylon, whoſe ſtones mult be ſcattered, and whole building 
muft be thrown doyn,and it is but the whores attire which is renting off, 
that her nakednzile may appea:, and her deceit made manifelt; and the 
authority which 15 condemned and reproved, 1s no authority but the au- 
:hority of the beaſt, upon which the talſe Church hath ridden, and harh- 
call'd ic by the name of bigher power; and the Miniſtry, 1s but ſuch as 
rraſhek with the whores ſorcertes, by which ſhe hath deceived the Nati-

Coin he hath tendered, and how thon judges ic may paſs with truchs - 
approbation, as hereafter will be made manitelt in his furcher diicourle; 

Wherefore Reader,latth R. I. Have not ſo great regard to the authority

The next thing rhat R. I. goes abour to vindicate, is ſvear7ng, which 
their Miniſters teach men to ſweare, which ought to be in r:ighteouſueſſe 
ard truth, and for his proof, Deut. 10. 20. he brings; -and he faith, 
Chriſt only prohibits raſh and vain ſwearing, and fiiper fluous oaths. 

Anſw: Uno this much hath been ſaid and anſweredallready by many 
pens, and ſo that in the anſiver thereof I ſhall be brief; inthe firft Cove- 
nant it was lawful to ſwear in truth and righreouſneſle, and likewiſe all 
raſh and vain oathes under the Law were forbidden, bur Chriſt who 3s 
the end of the Law for righteouſneſſe, who 1s greater then the Prophers, and 
oreater then Meſes and Solomon, and greater then the Angels, unto whom 
they all worſhip, he faich expreſlely, ſwear not at all; Now whereas R.I, 
and others have ſaid, Chriſt onely in theſe wordsprohibirs vain oaths, 
or falſe oaths,then he had reproved nothing bur what the Law had repro- 
ved, but he faith, Ir hath been ſaid of old time, thou ſhalt net forſwear thy 
— ſelfe, bur Chriſt faich, 7 ſay ſwear n0t at all, ſo that it is manifeſt, thar all 

oaths are forbidden by him, who isthe oath of God; and why ſaith R. I. it 
is not contrary te the Goſpel of Chriſt for to ſivear, and yer doth account 
the'writings which is called the New Teſtament the Goſpel, wherein 
Chriſt hath expreſlely forbidden it, and therefore thoſe Miniſters that 
reach men to ſwear, are not the Miniſters of Chriſt,bur teach thoſe things 
thar are repugnant to the Goſpel of Chriſt, For he that breaks one of = 
leaſt of the commands of Chriſt, and teacheth others ſo todo, 1s leaſt in the 
Kingdome of God, 

The next thing that R. I. would vindicare, is their ſinging of Davids 
Pſalmes, in invented Tunes, ſuch as pleaſeth the carnal mind, and for 
his proof he brings Math. 26. 30.They went ont and ſung a Hymn, and 
Paul and Silas ſang in priſon, and ſinging s divine worſhip for the praiſe of 
God, and the comfart of our ſoules, and it 1s aſoul-raviſhing, and heart-rat-

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" Anſw: Itisacknowledged, and allwayes hath been by us, thar

cAnſw, This mans confidence or rather impudence, is in oppoſi- 
tion to knowledge and wifdome, for it were eafily proved, rhat ir 
nzither in whole; nor in part, neicher in matter nor manner agreeth 
with the Priocive times; as for example, it 1s no where recorded in 
the Scripture, that any Apoſtle, Miniſter, or Miniſters, did rake a 
lictle water-ang did ſprinkle a fewdrops ona childsface, and call'd 
this an ordinance of God, and ſay, it 18a ſeal of the Covenant, and 
mortification and remitſion of fins, neither any ſuch doctrine did: 
they declare;neicher did any of the Miniſters and Apoſtles of Chriſt, 
cauſe people robuy them.bread and wine, and then giveir the pec- 
ple back again; a bir of bread and a ſup of wine atthe middle of the

day, and call this the-Lords Supper, or a great Sacrament ; neither. 
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nad rhey bels intheir Churches to call people together ; neirher had 
they ſoft cuſhions, and pulpics, and a hour-glafle hanging by chem ; 
neither did the primitive Churches prohibit,or iimir the Spirit of che 
Lord God amongſt any, bur if any was moved to ſpeake any thing, 
or had any thing revealed from the'Lord, the firft was to hold his 
Pace. > 4; 
r Thoſe and many more things you differ in, both in matrer and 
marner, which largely hath been declared by other pens, and fo in 
this I ſhall be briefe ; neither had the Miniſters of che Goſpel their 
maintenance by f6rce ; neither had they Eaſter Keckomngs, Midfuns- 
mer dues; Mertwaries, money for Churching of women, Marriages,nor 
for the burials of the dead, nor money for Funerall Sermons, neither 
did they preach over the dead : all theſe and abundance more of 
ſuch like invened rhings,was never practiſed nor found amongſt the 
Churches before the Apoftacy ; which things confidered' may cauſe 
R, I.tobluth, that ever he durft.be ſo impudent as to ſay,they differ 
not,neither in whole, nor inpart, inmatter nor in manner, from the 
primitive Churches ; and untill fuch r:me 4s K, 7 and his Brerhren 
contenders caniclear themſelves of theſe things, letthem nor think 
any whoſe eyes God hath opened can receive them for a Church of 


Chriſt;nay moſt of the pariſh Miniſters holds up thoſe pratifes which 
the Papilts did deny, as money for Marriages and burialls, bapriſme, 
the Sacrament; or the ground in which the dead were buried, this 
was reprehended and condemned by the Councell of Trex, in the 
heighe of all Popery, 1 547. 

Saith R. I. It ſeemes theſe tythes are a great matter to many, or r4- 
ther a great trouble for them to Pe the a 0s Abraham paid 


1ythes of all to Melchizadeck before the Law ; and this _ E, D. 
his Argument as ſaith R.1.That it 1s contrary to the Light and Law of 
God to withhold thens from the Miniſters, becauſe they were groen by 
Abraham before the Law,

ger of Aaron, neither after the order of Melchizadeck, Abram gave 
the renth,and char bur once, and freely, and Melchizadeck brought 
forth bread and wine ro Abram's Army 5 and we may as jultly, and

the Priefts who are but uſurpers claime 1c every yeare ? and here 
they cannor get it freely, as few will give it them who witnefle 
Chrift come inthe fleſh, then theytake ut by force and conſtraint ; or 
would MelchiBadeck have pleaded with Abrams ( as this .1gnoranr 
R. 1. doth ) that the ſpoyle was none of his own ? as he ſaith Tythes 
are no mani ow#n ; or as I ſaid before to E, D. would Melchizadeck 
have taken away Abrams Oxeti, Cowes, or Horſes,Sheep,or Camels, 
if he had nor given him the tenth pare ? Or did any of the Miniſters 
of Chriſt require or demand, force or conftraine any maintenance 
whatſozver from any, which this R. 1. ſaith they differ nothing from, 
neither in whole nar 11 part, in matter or manner; neither n prom n 
bur ſaich R.1, This is nothing to the purpoſe, mnleſſe it could be proved 
that the Apoſtles wsight have had t ythes,which they could not being pete 
feented,: Yes: 1s tomerhing ro the purpoſe if you take rhetn-for ah 
wt B 2 example, 
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 example;as y ou ſay you doe ; and though ir be granted the Apoſtles 
were perſecuted from place to place,and ſometimes went from place 
to place when they were .not perſecuted, which -R. 7, would have. 
condemned for runnagates, ifhe had lived in that tume+: Bur. withour 
all controvertie, 1 1t be a duty now to pay-tythes unto the Miniſters 
of the Goſpell, then 1 was a dury in the Apoſtles time, that though 
the Rulers were perſecutors, yet the Apoſtles would have minded 
them,whom rhey had begotten into the Faith, of their duty ; but we 
find nomen: ion neither by Commandement,Reproof or. Exhortation, 
unto any of the Churches, abour any ſuch thing, and ſo thy argument 
R. I. is foolith and frivolous ; for it may be eaſily proved, tha rythes 
was never demanded, not for 7 or 8 hundred yeares after the Aſ- 
cention of Chrilt, 

And K. 1. ſaith, The Apoſtles tock whatſoever was grven them, and 
this ſattsfies the Mimiſters Conſcience to take tythes which the Magi- 
ſtrates give them, ſs they may of ſuch maintenance liveof the Goſpel, 

Aniwer, Ifthe Apoſtles rook nothing bur what was given them, 
then this ſhames your forcing, and alio your ſeeking it of them who 
receives you not, which manifeſts you are out of the Apoſtles exam- 
ple,and though it ſatisfies your Conlciences to take tythes ( which 
chou ſaichthe Magiſtrates gives -you ): both of chem that owns you, 
and them that owns you nor ; yer I beleeve it would not have ſatisfi- 
ed the Apoſtles of Chriſt, if any Magiſtrates would have ſent them 
back to the Jervs who believed not, or the, Gentiles who received 
them nor, thisthey would nor accounted as a free gift ; though this 
divers hundred years many. Rulers have drunk of the Whores cup, 
and harh given their authoriry to the beaſt, and hath forced and com- 
pelled to a worſhip, and alſo to give to the Whores Merchants, yer 
this is but bad proof that they ought to have done ſo;and the Apoſtles 
never counted this living of the Goſpell co live of tythes-and for- 
ced maintenance, whichnone ofthe Miniſters did receive, or ever 
will. And (o for ſhame call in thy [ga1s fatuxs again, in which thou 
haſt publiſhed ſo many lyes, among which this 1s one, | which will 
Rand as a record againſtthee | ( wiz. ) That ye differ not in doilrine 
and pratlice, matter and manner, netther 1 whole ner 1a part, from the 
Apoſtles and Primitive Saints. And this is another lye, that Timothy 
and Tit#s was ſettled in a parochuallike way in their quarters, Nay 
the Parochiall quarters,isall people,old and young,beleevers and un- 

beleevers, 
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beleevers,between ſuch a water and ſuch a wall, or betwixt ſuch a 
hedge,and ſuch a dirch. And becauſe thou ſaid I had not named the 
Apoſtate that builded your aſſe-houſes, T ſhall rake away the occa- 
fone thy clamouring this, and rell thee who invented your Pariſhes, 
and your parochiall way, ( v:z.) The Pope Dyemſins, which it may 
be thou wilr calculate among the Bead-row of Saints, for his great de- 
vo: ion, as thou ſaid Ambroſe did with Sexeca. 

The next thing that A, /. contends againſt, is no lefſe thing then 
the Doctrine of Chriſt, and yer it maybe he reckons himſelf as one of 
his Miniſters, and yet he raiſes arguments firongly again(t rhe 
Poarine of Chritt, viz.. Pe not ye called Maſters, But it may be thou 
wilt ſay as one of thy generation ſaid larely of ſome of the DoRtine of
